A PUBLISHER’S VIEW OF HIS PRO- 
FESSION. 


JoHNn Murray, of the famous English pub- 
lishing firm, contributes to the December 
[1906] issue of The Contemporary Review an 
interesting article on the work of a publisher. 
The article is entitled “A Publisher in Peace 
Time,” very likely to emphasize the fact that 
the publisher has other, more important and 
peaceable work to perform than to engage in 
war, whether it be with The Times or any 
other dark power. 

Mr. Murray, who notices the depredations 
of the undersellers only in the briefest man- 
ner, dismisses the so-called “Book War” in 
the following words: 

“The appeal of The Times is made to 
the instinct of greed; to the purchaser 
who desires to secure a bargain, regard- 
less of whether it is offered at the expense 
of some one else or not. The estimates of 
production set forth by The Times are in- 
complete and inaccurate in almost every de- 
tail, but even assuming them to be. correct, 
their whole justification rests on such cheap- 
ness as sweated labor and inferior materials 
alone can produce. “ It does not enter into the 
purview of the writer to suppose that either 
an author or a publisher can take a pride in 
turning a book out in a creditable manner and 
in spending on it more than the lowest 
‘grinding’ prices require, and yet such a pride 
does exist, and will continue to exist, in spite 
of all the efforts of The Times to eradicate 
it.” 

Fassing on to points of more general inter- 
est in connection with his business, Mr. Mur- 
ray deals with the sudden and mysterious dead 
stop that often occurs in the sale of books; 
the unacknowledged and unpaid for edi- 
torial supervision that a work may call for 
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after acceptance; the large demand for free 
copies of books (five for copyright purposes 
alone, in England) ; and the doubling, in the 
last thirty years, of a publisher’s general 
establishment expenses. 

As to what creates popularity, Mr. Murray 
says that the popular belief that Gladstone 
could secure the success of any book was 
proved false in the failure of three promising 
biographies published by Mr. Murray, two of 
them at Gladstone’s instigation, and all three 
puffed by reviews, speeches, and private com- 
mendation from the great statesman. Ac- 
cording to Mr, Murray probably not more than 
a score or two all told of the modern Eng- 
lish novelists’ books sell to the extent of 
over 10,000 and the large number of new 
novels do not sell beyond one or two thou- 
sand copies. To produce 1000 copies of ai 
ordinary novel, Mr. Murray calculates, 
“costs about £85, or 1s. 8'%4d. the copy; add, 
say, £50 for advertising and we have a total 
of £135. If the whole edition be sold, the 
gross yield is £148, leaving £13 for author and 
publisher; 2000 in like manner would cost, 
with advertising, £160 or £170, and would 
yield just over £300.” 

As to the personal work of the publisher 
the following “confession” may be of interest 
to the trade as well as to the general public: 


“Manuscripts are sent to him in large num- 
bers, let us say to the extent of two or three 
per working day of the year; they are dis- 
tributed among a number of readers, who 
form and express an opinion upon them. The 
larger part is at once rejected as useless; the 
rest are reported as being good or doubtful. 
In the case of important works involving 
technical knowledge, some are sent to special- 
ists for a second opinion. The publisher him- 
self generally reads the others and forms his 
own decision. This is an essential part of his 
business, for if the work be accepted and pub- 
lished he will, in many cases, be in almost 
daily communication with the author, reading 
his proofs, offering suggestions, helping to 
verify references and gerierally acting as a 
sort of sub-editor. This last remark applies 
mainly to the work of new and inexperi- 
enced authors, as the experienced ones do 
not always require such assistance. 

“T have no wish to refer to my own per- 
sonal work in an egotistic spirit, but, as I be- 
lieye it is similar to that performed by all 
well-known brethren of the craft, I may men- 
tion that I have in this way edited, or in part 
edited, or read the proofs of over 200 books. 
In some cases the author has acknowledged 
this help, unasked, in his preface; in many 
more he has done so in private letters; in 
some cases he appears to regard it as a pro- 
ceeding requiring no time or labor and not 
worth mentioning. I need hardly add that 
these services, such as they are, are rendered 
as part of a publisher’s ordinary responsibility, 
and are never paid for. 
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“When a MS. is accepted, it has to be ‘cast 
off” or measured up by the printer; type and 
page have to be decided, and many specimens 
are often set up before the form is fixed. The 
processes of proof revising, of choosing and 
making illustrations and maps, and all the 
other minutiz of printing, need not be speci- 
fied here; it is sufficient to say that they in- 
volve an indefinite amount of labor, watching 
and care, if they are to be properly fulfilled. 
Once more I must touch on a personal ques- 
tion. My brother Hallam is now pretty well 
known as an amateur artist, and one who has 
had wide experience of all processes of art 
reproduction. All illustrations pass through 
his hands and on many occasions he has spent 
days, or even weeks, in superintending the 
illustrations of one book, selecting. pictures, 
touching up proofs and plates, and even re- 
drawing the subjects himself.” .. . 

“Tt must not, however, be supposed that a 
publisher’s work consists wholly or even main- 
ly in awaiting Mss. and dealing with them as 
they come in. His more arduous duties com- 
prise the originating and carrying out of new 
works; the finding out what standard books 
and books of reference are required, discover- 
ing men to write them, and searching for new 
markets and new wants in the United King- 
dom and the Colonies. If he be an educational 
publisher he must keep in touch with hun- 
dreds of schools and schoolmasters, and learn 
from them in what respects his books are 
capable of improvement and what gaps there 
are to be filled up. This involves an endless 
amount of correspondence, and many expen- 
Sive journeys and interviews. 

“The ‘Dictionary of National Biography’ is 
a standing monument of the enterprise of 
publishers, and so is the great series of clas- 
sical and Biblical dictionaries planned and 
carried out by my father in conjunction with 
Sir William Smith. No one will deny the 
value of these works. Some may imagine 
that they are undertaken with the sole idea 
of sordid gain; but this is far from being the 
case; many of them have proved very profit- 
able undertakings, but none has proved re- 
munerative until after many years of waiting 
and hard work, and the expenditure of very 
large sums of money. For example, the ‘Dic- 
tionary of Christian Biography’ and the ‘Dic- 
tionary of Hymnology,’ which have no rivals 
in any language and are everywhere regarded 
as the standard authorities on the subjects 
they deal with, and the ‘Classical Atlas’ and 
the separate sheet maps, the best of their 
kind in the world, at present show a deficit 
of more thousands of pounds than I care to 
proclaim; but we are none the less proud of 
having prepared and published them. We 
publishers have, all of us, made endeavors 
from time to time to earn the credit of giving 
to the world books of lasting worth, with only 
a secondary eye to profit, which often never 


comes.” 

No business, concludes Mr,. Murray, except 
perhaps the management of'a great news- 
paper, demands so much unremitting labor, 
alertness, and attention to infinite detail, as 
the business of publishing books. 








AT a special meeting of the American Pub- 
lishers’ Association, held on the 11th inst., it 
was decided to amend the by-laws of the As- 
sociation by striking out Article vu., remov- 
ing all provision for penalties excepting only 
those for non-payment of dues. We are 
pleased to note that the members of the Asso- 
ciation, with two minor exceptions, are unan- 
imous in the expression of their intention to 
support the booktrade reform without regard 
to any change of plan. The American Pub- 
lishers’ Association is undoubtedly in a better 
position now to maintain reform than it has 
been at any time since its organization; and 
if the retail trade will do its share and stand 
loyally by their allies, the publishers, the fu- 
ture of the booktrade will be secure. 





It has been suggested by our English breth- 
ren of the trade that American publishers, 
who are supposed to have troubles enough of 
their own in fighting underselling at home, 
might be considerate enough not to give com- 
fort to the English underseller abroad—The 
Times Book Club, for example—by supplying 
him with the means to wage war against them. 
It is claimed that Mr. Hooper, during his 
fecent visit in this country, purchased up- 
wards of 20,000 volumes from members of 
the American Publishers’ Association and 
others and that he is expecting another large 
consignment from the same sources. The 
German booktrade has offered assistance to 
their English brethren by refusing to sup- 
ply English books to supposed agents of the 
undersellers, and we trust that the American 
booktrade will also refuse to furnish stock— 
even if it be only dead or “plug” stock—to an 
agency whose sole aim it is to use such stock 
only as a club with which to beat the life out 
of the regular booktrade. 





THE GRAPHIC ARTS AT THE JAMES- 
TOWN EXPOSITION. 


THE DEPARTMENT OF GRAPHIC Arts of the 
Jamestown Tercentennial Exposition, to be 
held at Hampton Roads, Va., April 26 to 
December 1, 1907, in commemoration of the 
first English settlement in America, has pub- 
lished a prospectus explaining the plan and 
scope of the exhibit of printing, publishing, 
engraving and binding. The purpose of the 
Department of Graphic Arts will be less to 
make an inclusive exhibit of all the tools, ma- 
chines and products of America than to ob- 
tain a selective display of the best machines, 
the best products of the foremost printing, 
binding and engraving houses of the country. 
The main divisions of exhibits in this depart- 
ment will be as follows: 
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I HISTORICAL EXHIBIT. 


The historical exhibit will be a display of 
the work of the American press during the 
nearly three hundred years of its existence. 
Beginning with early Americana, of which 
there are many rare and extremely interest- 
ing specimens, the examples will include work 
from the Colonial presses, books, newspapers 
and broadsides, and will trace the art down 
by way of Franklin and Thomas to the nine- 
teenth century. The characteristic books of 
that period will be shown, bringing the art 
down to a point where it will logically con- 
nect with the main exhibit of modern work. 
Among the examples in this group will be 
specimens of early engraving and binding. 


II. PRINTING, ENGRAVING, AND BINDING MA- 
CHINERY AND PRINTING-OFFICE SUPPLIES. 


Since methods and processes play a most 
important part in the production of printed 
matter of high quality, the exhibit of ma- 
chines and supplies under the above head will 
be one of the very greatest importance to 
printers and others interested in the technical 
details of printing, and forming an instructive 
exhibit for every one. Presses, type-setting 
machines, paper-cutters, engraving and bind- 
ing machinery, together with the various 
smaller furnishings of the printing office, the 
engraving plant and the bindery, will be ade- 
quately shown. Included in this group will 
be the exhibits of type from the leading 
foundries and of ink from the foremost ink 
makers. It is the intention in this group to 
obtain a representative display of the best and 
most highly developed machines and tools, in 
order to give a comprehensive idea of the 
present state of the industries whose products 
will be exhibited. 

Of very great interest in this connection will 
be the “live” exhibits—of machinery in mo- 
tion. 

III. 


There will be an interesting display illus- 
trating the manufacture of paper and showing 
samples of the wide and interesting varieties 
of American papers. This will include both 
hand and machine-made book and cover pa- 
pers, besides papers for special purposes. 


PAPER. 


IV. BOOK PRINTING. 


In many ways this will be the most inter- 
esting of the exhibits, as showing the present 
state of American printing in the most perma- 
nent of printed froms. The wide range of 
American work, its great variety of accom- 
plishments in form and style and color will 
be adequately shown by numerous exhibits. 
This group will be divided (so far as seems 
practicable) into several classes viz.: Fine 
Editions, Trade Editions, School Books and 
the issues of Private Presses. The great ex- 
tent of the publishing business to-day would 
point to a large and characteristic display of 
printed books. It will be found desirable, 
probably, to include under this head a consid- 
erable amount of small work, such as calen- 
dars, mottoes, etc., which has more or less of 
a permanent value.

Vv. PERIODICALS. 


It is in her periodical printing that America 
excels any other nation, and this large and 
vigorous class of printed products will be 
represented by important displays of typog- 
raphy, design and color. The exhibit wil! 
show the steps employed to obtain the re- 
markable results shown in the best of modern 
periodicals. 

VI. COMMERCIAL PRINTING. 


In no class of printing is the remarkable 
versatility of the American printer more aptly 
shown than in the innumerable forms of 
printing used in the commercial activities of 
the country. These include the small office 
forms, advertising circulars and _ illustrated 
catalogues. In the latter there is frequently 
remarkable use of the latest processes of il- 
lustrating, of new and attractive styles in type 
and paper, and to the business man this ex- 
hibit will be invaluable. The group will in- 
clude original drawings and typographical dis- 
plays of commercial forms of every kind. 


VII. ENGRAVING. 


The exhibition of modern hand and me- 
chanical engraving which will be included in 
this group will be as representative as is pos 
sible. It will include work under the heads 
of wood-engraving, line and half-tone en 
graving, photogravure, lithography and th 
color processes. Photo-engraving, as a dis 
tinctively modern process, will be adequately 
shown. 


VIII. BINDING, 


Exhibits under this group will include hand- 
bound and tooled books by the leading Amer 
ican binders, and a great variety of editio: 
bindings—a class of work in which man\ 
notable results have been achieved. In co! 
nection with the bindings will be a comprehen 
sive showing of book cloths, leathers and 
other materials used. 

In order to develop this department upon 
the most comprehensive lines possible, secur- 
ing unity and a fully representative showing, 
an Advisory Board, consisting of men fore- 
most in printing and the allied arts, is to co- 
operate in the plan outlined. This Advisory 
Board is made up of the following men prom- 
inently identified with American printing:

INTERNATIONAL TEXT BOOK CO. 
NOT SUBJECT TO STATE TAXATION. 


THE United States Supreme Court has just 
decided that the business of the International 
Text Book Company, of Scranton, Pa., the 
proprietors of the International Correspond- 
ence School, is interstate commerce and not 
subject to State taxation. The ruling of the 
Supreme Court also contained the additional 
fact that the International Text Book Com- 
pany was right in the contention that its in- 
struction papers, although written on a single 
sheet of paper, are “books” in the meaning of 
the law, and that in distributing these books 
for a monetary consideration the company is 
engaged in the business of selling “books.” 








A CANADIAN BOOKSELLERS’ ASSO- 
CIATION. 


FoLtow1nc the protest of the Canadian book- 
trade against the Ontario Government’s pro- 
posal to engage in the school book business, 
those booksellers who met in Toronto last 
month formed the Booksellers’ and Stationers’ 
Association of the Province of Ontario, and at 
a meeting on January 15 elected the following 
officers: President, Wm. Tyrrell, Wm. Tyr- 
rell & Co., Toronto; vice-president, J. G.

ECONOMY IN THE GOVERNMENT 
PRINTING OFFICE. 


THE report of the commission composed of 
members of both the Senate and House ap- 
pointed during the last session of Congress 
to consider abuses and irregularities in the 
government printing was submitted on Feb- 
ruary 18 to the Senate by Senator Platt, chair- 
man of the committee, and to the House by 
Representative Landis. 

The commission believes that a saving of 
more than $1,500,000 in the cost of printing for 
the current fiscal year has been secured by the 


reforms already accomplished, and a bill was 


submitted with the report which, it is hoped, 
will do much more toward correcting abuses. 

The changes proposed deal with both Con- 
gressional and departmental printing and are 
an effort to regulate and classify all printing 
in either interest. It is pointed out that Con- 
gress and Congressional committees have fre- 
quently violated the law. For instance, an 
existing statute fixes at $500 the limit of cost 
on printing committee hearings, whereas the 
cost of printing the railroad rate hearings of 
the Senate Committee on Interstate Commerce 
was $7910. It is also pointed out that much 
additional cost has been entailed by perfunc- 
torily following the rule of ordering printed 
without examination all documents forwarded 
from executive departments, bureaus, commis- 
sions, etc., and one instance is cited in which 
the publication of a document worthless for 
distribution was thus ordered. The entire 
cost would have been $60,000, but the Com- 
mittee on Printing discovered the situation in 
time to save all but $25,000 of that amount. 
It is proposed to remedy the evil by requiring 
estimates of the cost of printing executive 
decuments of a length greater than fifty pages.

Captain Osborn, who is on the bor- 
der line of four score years, spun a yarn for 
an hour and a half recounting his adventures 
in many climes in a way that “captured” his 
hearers completely. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 


GiosuE Carpuccl, who was considered to 
be Italy’s greatest poet, died on the 16th inst., 
in Bologna. Carducci was born at Baldicas- 
tello, Tuscany, July 27, 1836. Since 1860 he 
had been professor of Italian literature at the 
University of Bologna. Last year he received 
the Nobel prize in literature. Queen Mar- 
gherita has just purchased Carducci’s house 
and library and presented them to the city of 
Bologna to serve as a Carducci Museum. 


RateH TILtTon, only son of Theodore Til- 
ton, died of pneumonia on the 16th inst. at his 
residence, 738 West End Avenue, New York 
City. Mr. Tilton was born in Brooklyn, N. 
Y., in 1870. From his youth he was interested 
in art, and though he never became a profes- 
sional artist he was clever in designing. For 
several years he was art editor of the Phila- 
delphia Saturday Evening Post. Subsequently 
he was appointed manager of the advertising 
department of The Delineator, which he ad- 
ministered so successfully that he was made 
editor of the magazine in 1905, a position he 
held until about a year ago. Mr. Tilton was 
an old friend of the B. C. T., and entertained 
it on several occasions. 
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Tue Rt. Hon. Georck JoacH1m GOSCHEN 
died suddenly on the 6th inst. Lord Goschen 
was born in London in 1831, and was the 
grandson of Georg Joachim Goschen, the cel- 
ebrated publisher of Leipsic, whose “Life and 
Times” he wrote in 1903. In the same year 
he was made Chancellor of Oxford Univer- 
sity. As an undergraduate at Oriel he had a 
reputation both for wit and scholarship, and 
won two first classes in 1852 and 1853. His 
“Theory of Foreign Exchanges,” which has 
passed through many editions, and “Essays 
and Addresses on Economic Questions,” 
(1905,) represent the chief interest of his po- 
litical life, though he was also a keen student 
of educational problems. 


CotoneL Henry STEEL Oxcott co-founder 
with the late Mme. Blavatsky of the Theo- 
sophical Society, died on the 17th inst. at 
Adyar, India. Colonel Olcott was born in 
Orange, N. J., August 2, 1832. He was grad- 
uated from the University of New York in 
1851 and four years later started a school of 
scientific agriculture at Mt. Vernon, N. Y. 
He wrote a book on sugar cultivation which 
went through seven editions. The school did 
not pay, and Olcott then became a writer on 
agricultural subjects for the New York Tri- 
bune. When the war between the States 
broke out Olcott enlisted and served a year, 
when he was invalided. He was then em- 
ployed by Secretary Stanton to investigate 
certain frauds in the Mustering and Disburs- 
ing Office in New York City and in the navy 
yards. After the war Olcott studied law and 
was admitted to the bar. Before long he had 
a large and lucrative practice, which he aban- 
doned in 1874 to found and develop the Theo- 
sophical Society, to which he was devoted up 
to the time of his death. 





NOTES ON AUTHORS. 


Dr. Horace Howarp Furness, the eminent 
Shakespearean scholar, is hard at work seeing 
through the press the fifteenth volume of his 
monumental New Variorum edition of the 
Works of William Shakespeare. The play 
treated in this volume will be “Antony and 
Cleopatra,” upon which he has devoted his 
entire time since the publication of his edition 
of “Love’s Labour’s Lost,’ more than two 
years ago. 


THE appointment of Augustine Birrell as 
chief secretary for Ireland to succeed James 
Bryce, the new Ambassador to Washington, 
is announced. Augustine Birrell is president 
of the Board of Education in the new cabinet 
and is noted as a lawyer and writer. Since 
1899 he has been an honorary fellow of Trinity 
Hall, Cambridge University. Mr. Birrell was 
born in Liverpool in 1850. He was graduated 
from Cambridge in 1872, became a barrister 
in 1875, and in 1903 was made a bencher of 
the Inner Temple. For a time he was Quain 
Professor of law in University College, Lon- 
don, and first entered Parliament in 1880. 
Among his most notable works are “Obiter 
Dicta,” “Res Judicatae,” “In the Name of The 
Bodleian,” “Men, Women and Books,” “Es- 
Says and Addresses,” published in this coun- 
try by the Scribners. 





JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 


The Southern Automobilist is the title of a 
new magazine devoted to motors and motor- 
ing published at Atlanta, Ga., at 25 cents the 
copy. While general in character, the maga- 
zine is intended to be primarily a Southern 
journal published for Southern readers. 


Postal Progress is the title of a new month- 
ly journal published by the Postal Progress 
League, 361 Broadway, New York City and 
6 Beacon Street, Boston, Mass. The journal 
notes the work of the Postal Progress League 
in particular and postal progress in general. 
The subscription price is $1 a year and ten 
cents a single copy. 


Tue “Winter Number” of Poet Lore con- 
tains an especially attractive programme. The 
play is Gorky’s “Smug Citizen,” translated by 
Edwin Hopkins, whose translation of the same 
author’s “A Night’s Lodging” appeared a 
year ago. Among the important articles are 
“In Re Caliban,” by Oscar Lovell Triggs; 
“Plato as a Literary School for Writers,” by 
Janet Payne Bowles; “Southern Verse,” by 
Tom S. Stribling; “The German Fairy Tale 
Contest,” by Max Bratt; “Shakespeare’s 
Clownery,” by Charles W. Hodell; and “The 
Motherless Heroine,” by Louise Maunsell 
Field.

ITALIAN CATALOGUE OF LITERATURE AND ART. 
—In Italy the State protects national art 
treasures, for the preservation of which other 
nations must rely upon private munificence. 
The present working of the law, however, ac- 
cording to the London Academy, “appears to 
be unsatisfactory, and Signor Rava, the Italian 
Minister for Public Instruction, is bringing in 
a bill under which no article of artistic, his- 
terical or archzxological interest over fifty 
years old belonging to the State, provinces, 
towns, villages or ecclesiastical bodies can be 
sold. Public and private owners will be com- 
pelled to supply Signor Rava and his succes- 
sors will full particulars of works of art or 
important buildings in their possession; ex- 
port will be forbidden, and the State will have 
the option of purchasing for the nation any 
such treasures which come into the market. 
If the bill is passed—and there seems every 
prospect that it will be—in a few years at 
most Italy will be in possession of a cata- 
Icgue of her literary, architectural and artis- 
tic wealth such as no other country can 
boast.”

GrorceE W. Jacoss & Co. will publish at 
once the biography of Frederick Douglass, 
promised last year for the American Crisis 
Biographies series. Those who have read the 
advance sheets of the book agree that the 
story of this man’s life possesses unusual in- 
terest, almost fascinating one with the va- 
riety and romance of his remarkable career. 
From a slave boy on a Maryland plantation 
he rose, through sheer strength of will and 
force of character, to hold high government 
positions and to be a leader among men, par- 
ticularly of his own race, at a time when they 
greatly needed a representative to bring the 
wrongs of slavery before the American people. 
The story of his life is told by one well qual- 
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ified to write such a volume—Booker T. 
Washington. Upon the completion of the 
series of articles on “Jay Cooke, the Financier 
of the Civil War,” now running in the Cen- 
tury Magazine, a full and authorized biog- 
raphy of this remarkable American will be 
published by George W. Jacobs & Co. This 
book, (of which the serial articles form a 
part,) is by Dr. Ellis Paxson Oberholtzer, the 
author of a work on Robert Morris and the 
finances of the Revolution. Dr. Oberholtzer 
has had free access to all the Cooke papers 
which comprised many chests full of letters, 
documents, maps, and scrap books preserved 
in the most careful way by a methodical busi- 
ness man. All this material has been utilized 
to the full with the approval and aid of the 
family. The work will be amply illustrated 
with portraits and facsimiles and will be a 
valuable contribution to the history of the 
Civil War and the speculative era which pre- 
ceded the panic of 1873. The book is a story 
of how Cooke sold more than two thousand 
millions of United States bonds and then set 
out to civilize the Northwest from Duluth to 
Tacoma, a region then inhabited chiefly by 
hostile Indians and black herds of buffalo. 


G. P. Putnam’s Sons will publish on 
March 1 “The History of Painting from the 
Fourth to the Early Nineteenth Century,” by 
Dr. Richard Muther, professor in the Uni- 
versity of Breslau, a comprehensive work, in 
two illustrated volumes, ori the history of 
painting, which is at once trustworthy as an 
authority and entertaining reading, whose aim 
is, while not neglecting technical questions, to 
interpret the great masterpieces of painting as 
human documents and manifestations of the 
dominant feelings and tendencies of the 
epochs to which they belong. They will bring

THE collection of William C. Van Antwerp, 
of New York City, will be sold at Sotheby’s, 
London, on March 22 and 23. W. C. Van 
Antwerp, of the Stock Exchange house of E. 
R. Chapman & Co., New York City, has in- 
ternational fame as a bibliophile. His collec- 
tion of 200 volumes which is to be sold in 
London next month is spoken of by experts 
as one of the most remarkable of its size in 
the world, and includes so many unique pieces 
that the American market was deemed too 
narrow for its advantageous disposal. “Au- 
thorities on the subject,” according to the 
New York Times, “consider the Van Antwerp 
collection remarkable not only for the rarity 
of many of the volumes, of which some are 
said to be the only examples that have sur- 
vived the wear and tear of the centuries, but 
for the particularly fine condition of some of 
the volumes it contains of the rare editions, 
which ere the dearest prizes of the bibliophile. 
His first edition of Izaak Walton’s ‘Compleat 
Angler,’ for example, is said tg be as clean 
and perfect as when it left theshands of the 
printer centuries ago. This book is particu- 
lerly hard to find in a good state of preserva- 
tion, experts say, presumably because it was 
the habit of Walton’s contemporaries to carry 
his treatise with them on their excursions 
afield, with the result that most of the copies 
that have survived are much thumbed and tat- 
tered and stained with seventeenth century 
brookside lunches and baits, both liquid and 
of the barnyard variety.”
